EVILS OF SUBSTITUTION. 


The Family Income Affected by Having the Sub- 


stitute Shifted on It for the Articles 


Really Wanted. 


What a common thing it is for an in- 


tending buyer of some special production, 
to he told, "Well, we have not got that 
particular thing, but here is something 
just as good.'' 
Many times the buyer 


take; the substituted article under pro- 
test, but it is not what was wauled, and 
in performing the trick of robbing some 
meritorious article of sale, the seller may 
possibly never know but in a dwindling 
business, just why he does not retain 
customers. 


The substituting of an article is pre- 


cisely as much of a fraud us the substi- 
tuting of impure and adulterated 
food 


is a fraud and against which congress 
has enacted a pure food law. It may not 
be exactly a physical substitution, of 
something "just as good" for something 
that is surely good, that is a production 
itself of an imitation nrricle, but it is 
the actual substitution of article that 
has made its reputation in the markets 
and achieved much of its publicity, both 
bv actual and intrinsic worth and by 
liberal use of advertising mediums. 


It is a crime to adulterate an article 


and a crime to misbrand an'Jirtiole, and 
if a crime to substitute a counterfeit for 
the genuine, it is equally a crime for the 
seller to impose upon a buyer a substi- 
tute for a genuine article that has been 
called for. It is as surely wrong for the 
seller to cunningly substitute an article 
for another a buyer wanted, by insisting 
his substitute as just as good as the 
thing wanted, as if the seller had filled 
in ssnri. water, glucose or something else 
counterfeit to swell out ths original pack- 
age. 


The press is now beginning to call at- 


tention to this substitute evil as it de- 
serves and the following article-from a 
publication known as "The Family in- 
come" written by W. H. Black, is very 
interesting and full of information. 
Mr. 


Black snys: 


"The substitution evil is one of the 


greatest swindles of the times and repre- 
sents more damage to the family income 
than all other losses combined. 


First, let us find out how substitution 


is regarded, 


I'nder the new law of congress, any 


person guilty of adulteration or 
mis- 


branding within the reach of tbe act 
"shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
for each offense, shall, in»m conviction 
thereof, be fined not to exceed $30(1 or 
shall be sentenced to one year's imprison- 
ment, in the discretion of the court, and 
for each subsequent offense and convic- 
tion thereof shall be lined not less than 
$1.000 or sentenced to one years' impris- 
onment, or both, such fine and imprison- 
ment in the discretion of the court." This 
settles pretty clearly the criminal re- 
sponsibility of the person who deals in 
substitution, for substitution means both 
adulteration and misbraiiding. 


fn a .notable speech in the last con- 


gress Mr. Mann, a leader in pure-food 
legislation, excited the laughter of his 
colleagues and .it the same time produc- 
ed a profound impression 
by 
taking 


from the many adulterations and frauds 
on exhibit there a 
particular instance, 


following it with this comment: 


"One of the articles upon the table 


here which has attracted some attention 
is a sample of honey, in the preparation 
of which the acumen of mau has really 
reached its highest point. The specimen 
is composed of glucose, but it still de- 
ceives by containing a bug or n bee. Who. 
when looking at 
I be clear amber <Mib- 


staiHv. with .1 bee llont'mg in it. would 
suspect that it had never seen Hie inside, 
of n hivo. but. only ciime frmn the glu- 
cose factory';'' 


We take' this .to illust.rsU the general 


instinct's of the man who adulterates or 
who substitutes. Putting a bee in glu-' 
cose is the same kind of m'orality as im- 


itating a label or offering something "just 
as good.'' 


fn the easy tolerations' of some persons 


excuse is found for the dealer who know- 
ingly substitutes on the ground that it is 
his business to sell at the largest profit. 


Make no mistake about his culpability. 
hi the law for pure food substitution 


for purposes of deception is clearly de- 
fined and wiih honest folk there can nev- 
er be any question as to what it means. 
Its effect is not only to deceive the con- 
sumer, but to rob the producer. •'Every- 
where." we quote from the proceedings 
of congress "the honest 
manufacturer, 


the honest dealer, is met with competi-.

list. We even rind adulteration in noo- 
dles. 


All liquors, from bitters to brandy, are 


now made without any original liquor 
in them at all. 


Similar business rascality Ls practiced 


in clothing materials and building mater- 
ials, in furnishing and scores of things- 
that affect the health aud well-being of 
the home. 
In Europe they are making 


substitution silk out of wood pulp. 


It simply comes to the point that no 


intelligent person who investigates the 
subject, will risk the u-e of an article 
that does not bear upon it the label or 
the trademark of a reputable producer. 


Within the las! year two important 


American communities and one leading1, 
American school were prostrated by1 ty- 
phoid fever. 
In all three cases investiga- 


tion shewed that the milk supply had 
been.adulterated a.id contaminated with 
surface water. When the milk swindlers 
decided to cheat tlieir customers they had 
no conscience about pollution. It is that1 


way with substitutes for standard arti- 
cles. The water in tbe irilk means dis- 
ease and suffering—often death. Substi- 
tution lets in all the dangers. Some day 
we shall have drastic 
laws 
to 
punimk . 


criminals who put water in milk, and we 
shall have laws for the swindlers who 
practice the other kinds of substitution. 
In the meanwhile be sure of your milk- 
man and of your tradesmen if you would 
protect i lie health of your family. 


Knowing this, you should bear in mind • 


always that the tight against substitu- • 
tion is your iipdit and there is not a soii- 
tarv argument at:;iin*-t it. 


If the substitution dealer 
tells 
you. 


that the substitute is just as good he 
speaks falsely. 


If he tells you that the standard arti- 


cle has to charge a higher price because 
of its advertising expense do not believe, 
him. The ad\ertising expense of any sin- 
gle article you buy i» so inconsiderable 
a part of a penny that it can make no 
difference whatever in the sum you pay.. 


The articles most widely advertised are 


cheaper because of the advertising, for 
the simple fact that advertising widens 
the market and

the 


sales. Fortunes on standard articles are 
made on a small fraction profit on the ar- 
ticle sold and on- the extension of the 
trade.

Portland Oregonian: Knglish grammar 


is a subject which teachers in common 
schools liave always found difficult, and 
for that reason it It neglected in a major- 
ity of the schools.
